High-speed chase 
~ ends in jail 


A high-speed car chase through the streets 
of Newport end Yarraville just before 
Christmas, ended at Pentridge for 25-year- 
old William Hedgcock on Thursday. 


Police told Mr. D. Scully, SM, Hedg- 
cock sped from May Street, Newport, 
through residential streets to Francis 
Street, Yarraville, at speeds reaching 140 
kmh on December 21.
